It i* not without th* gravest apprehensions for 
the future that we regard the psoent threatening 
ap'icarance of the political horizon. F.ver since 
the meeting of the Charleston Convention the 
disunion party in the .South haa l>ccn preparing 
for the dissolution of the confederary — an event 
which, at first regarded with the utiims! alann by 
the great majority of tbe people.

I; i* time now that our people should l.s.k at 
this ma' tor as it stands. \\'e feel Ismnd to lay 
before the country this morning the evidence that 
the South has already made arranginents to sc- 
ccde peaceably from the I'nion in the event of 
tbe election of Lincoln, who seem* ns. rally cer- 
tain to obtain a majority of votes in the electoral 
college. Wc commend.' then, to the careful at- 
tention of our readers th» chlorate manifesto of 
the H«n. laiwrence M. Keitt. nnd the brief, but 
no less important, letter of the Hon. Wm. I- 
Yanc ev, which will lie found in our impression ot 
to-day". We are aware that Imth these gentle- 
men are ranked as '-lire-eaters" at the North, hut 
we know, also, that they represent the general 
feeling in the cotton States, and that the cry of 
secession, which wa* rai-c.1 four year.- ago, come- 
up now with redoubled vigor, at.d that some of 
the moat prominent I'nion men in lsj,*iii are now 
foremo-t in the rank* of the seceder*. 

If wa examine Mr. Kei.t argument critically, 
w - -li.ll rind that hi* premises are plainly stated, 
and his conclusions winked nut clearlv and logi- 
cally. He employs no bombastic phrases by way 
of illustration: his style is calm and temperate, 
and he write* like a man who expresses the delib- 
erate convictions of a powerful party, rather than 
one who gives vent to his own crude and ill-di- 
gested fancies. In hi* letter the posi:ion of the 
Republican pirty is fairly «la'ed. He accepts for 
tbe partv creed' Mr. Sunnier* view-: i'trst. that 
slavery is barbarous, and the South aaetaaatmy in 
a savage state; second, th-.t tli« S.wi:h. Isfin-g in- 
ferior in every way, i- to U held tributary to the 
North, which section is hereafter to l*s the sole 
fountain of political power. What follower of 
lancoln's banner can denyth.it these are the is- 
sues of his party, as presented bv Seward, Sum- 
ner. Helper, and other loaders and teat Iter, of the 
Republican tna«*e*. Mr. Keitt proceed, to prove 
that tbe "impending crisis" is upon us — lh.it tbe 
'•irrepressible condict" is '•* living and te.rii.le 
reality." He a*k*. pertinenly. what would h ive 
liee-oine nf the government had the Black lie pul.* 
licans held the executive power w Ii-mi :he J ihn 
Brown affiir ti«k place nt Harper's Keirv.

deniably true. 

The letter of Mr. Yancey advances the same 
conclusions as that of Mr. Keitt; and since the 
loth of June the -'League of United Southerners 
haa noi Is-en idle. Already the cotton States are 
prepared for re v. Jot ion. The piece is loadnd. The 
torch is lighted. 1 he cannoneer stands by bi* 
gun waiting for the fatal signal. 

It i« not alone the evidence nf Me««rs. Keitt and 
Yancey which we have upon this »ubj«:Ct. The 
influential .Southern presses declire that the issue 
is lietween the North and the South, as represent- 
ed by Ianc.ln and Breckinridge: that the Smith 
will 'l* defeated, and that the State Legislature* 
must I* prrpired for the worst. In the Gulf 
States the feeling in favor of eecession seems cjnit c* 
unanimous, the l».rd r Mates are undecided, and 
there is a dark cloud which means mischief hang- 
ing over Virginia. The great landed proprietor* 
of the Snath liclieve that, in the event uf Lin- 
coln's elect i.-n, there would lie Ba a de. plate securi- 
ty for their propory, and they are, therefore, 
preparing to reassume the p. wers delegated io the 
general government. We cannot resist the con- 
viction that they are terribly in earnest. 

That the South can secede, if united in the 
movement, there is no reasonable doubt. The 
vote of that section w ill I* given to Hrec kinrid ;e 
and Lane. The .Southern Senators and members 
of the House would p. to Kicbmund insteul of 
Washington. Congress lieiug opened in regular 
form, Mr. Breckinridge would I* declared Presi- 
dent of the I'niied .Southern republic, and the 
government may lie organized in a week after 
the result nf the November election is made 
known. There i, really nothing to prevent such 
action on the pert of the .South, and there is 
every reason to dread that it may take place. 

In view of this state of things, we deem it to 
le our duty to warn pirties iammmmsl of the (Lin- 
ger which threatens them. Ni far as we can see. 
tlie Breckinridge movement at the North will 
avail nothing, laoooln will be the Northern 
Proident, and Iiteckinrid^e the Southern. The 
confusion into which our commercial and moneta- 
ry affairs will l-e thrown cannot Ins described. 
Trade will receive a blow compared to which the 
storm of la,*i7 was a mere flurry: stocks will go 
down to within a fraction of nothing: all kinds of 
prt 'ierty will depreciate ill Value, and the for- 
tunes accumulated by years of toil will he swept 
away in a moment. 

We advise our readers to prepare for the com- 
ing crisis. Between this time and November 
something may I* saved from I he w reck. Mer- 
chants who have dealings with Southern traders 
will do well to close up such affairs as siM.n as 
possible. Holders of Southern Slate, railway or 
city stock*. i*r securities of the general govern- 
ment, should realize upon them at once. Bark- 
ers at home and abroad should prepare themselves 
fot the inevitable panic in tiuan. i.l affairs. The 
crisis is imminent.

When Charlema^Tie met the Sara- 
cen, on the plain* of Tour*, the stake to lie 
played for wa* one involving the future spirit- 
ual interest- of Europe On the result of the 
engagement depended the welfare of a large 
portion of the human race. Then it was that 
Christianity and Mohammedanism were first 
fairly pitted against each other. The Chris, 
tian force, were lead by one whose faith in 
their creed was rather doubtful, bat the inter- 
rcntion of a Divine power was manifested. 
The hitherto victorious career of the Crescent 
was checked, and K trope was thus saved to 
the Crowi. From that time Christianity has 
constantly pressed upon the receding ranks of 
Mohammedanism. The cotidict between them 
i* "irrepmiaiblc," and can only end when the 
i Creaoeut shall no longer wave over one inch of 
this world's soil. 

Tl>e follower* of the F*l>* Prophet do n 
view their fate unconcernedly. Their hatred 
ot the Cro— i* not a whit less intense than it 
: ever wa*. They regard Uiat vymlsil aa the 
! emblem of tlieir fall, and they will not cease 
to vent their rago upon those who carry it, 
until their earthly jsmcr* hall l«e taken away. 
\ The Turk s hatred of tlie ChrUtian i* now be- 
: ing made only too manifest. He acee that 
the da»« of hi* Empire arc numbered, hut in 
, those that arc left he reck* revenge for the past. 
Throughout hi* dominions the ». r.l ha* gone 
forth that the "giaour"' mn«t he crushed, and 
instantly there arise the cries of |*rsccutcd 
Christians, and Turkish soil is moistened with 
their blood.

One 
imi»>rMnt consideration is found in the fact, 
that, if kept in high condition, they increase 
the quantity of milk withont laying on an ex- 
tra amount of flesh, as with the derons; anoth- 
er is. they transmit ibeir peculiar trails to their 
progeny with as much certainty as any other 
breed. An objection is, however, urged to the 
Avrshirc rows from the smallnes* in the size ot 
their teats. 

Of the Jersevs, Ttr. Reynolds remark*: 
"those who regard the quality of the milk or 
bet-f. rather than the quantity, will delight in 
the Jersey stock: but for general purposes of 
the farm, or for the milk raisers, they will nev- | key 
er become favorite* 

From repeated trial* and effort* to select the 
best cow. for milk, the formers of Middlesex 
countv who make milk rai-ing a spf-ial ba-i- 
n««*. hare found the Ayrshire* the licst breed 
for their purpose. It is often imagined by far- 
mers that they can produce or find a breed, 
mat t .r all the purposes of work, beef, milk, 
and breeding, will leare nothing to be desired: 
bnt such a breed is an absolute impossibility. 
The aiiempu in this direction will lead to very 
importijvt rcsaft*. but that these different qual- 
ities in all th< ir excellencies will ever be united 
in one breed is uncertain, lo say the k-ast. In 
breeding rattle, our farmers can learn mneh 
the practice of those in Scotland. The 
Ayrshire bre ed ers do not allow their stock to 
lTe«d a mil they hare readied an age when de- 
fect* will be aeea in the animal, if they exist at 
all: aad if a heifer or bull have attained the 
age of three yean without showing any defects 
of form, eonstitution. di*po*itiou, tie., they 
keep them to breed from.

nies of the I*lami*ni. Village upon village it 
pillaged, women violated, and men and chil- 
dren wantonly butchered. Communities, lull- 
ed into security by the promise of protection, 
are suddenly abandoned to troops of savages 
infuriated by the wildest fanaticism. They 
appeal to the authorities whose duty it wa* to 
protect them; but they in vain— for 

they are on the side of the persecutors. The 
D rases were tin ir but* hers; but they were in- 
stigated to their deeds by the Turkish author- 
ities. This i* sufficiently proved by the testi- 
mony of well-informed person*. Turkish of- 
ficials were seen taking a. tivc part in some of 
the scenes; and the ammunition found in the 
boxes ot the Druses, is known to have belong- 
ed to the Government store*. 

What has occurred in Syria is but the legit- 
imate consequence of the policy which France 
and England hare pursued toward the Sultan. 
TIk v obtained a promise from him of protec- 
tion for hi* Christian subjects, but that prom- 
ise has not been kept, even in European Tur- 
It ha* nut been kept, because the Turk- 
ish Government i* weak and worn out. It 
cannot control it* officials; and they are, in all 
cases, the truest Mohammedans. Fi 
England have remonstratid, but 
will probably amount to nothing. Something 
more than thi* is needed. Active intervention 
ran alone comjs l the Turk* to extend to the 
Christian the same protection a* i* given to the 
Mi-U ni. Such intervention Kus-iu would have 
resort<-d to had she been left alone. But Eng- 
land and Franco would not consent. They 
stood by the Turk, and what protection was 
given by Russia to the Christian subjects of the 
Sultan was withdrawn. The Turk feared Rus- 
sia, but he did uot fear the Allies. To these 
be promise* fair, but as he is not forced by 
them into doing hi* duty, he neglects it. So 
far from protecting the Christians, he com- 
mence* against them a war of extirpation. 
Thus, by the intervention of two Christian 
Power*, the Crescent is permitted to float over 
the Cross. In order that the balance of power 
may not be disturbed, Christian blood is per- 
milled to be wantonly shed. Something, how- 
ever, must be done to stay the bloody band of 
the Turk. Christendom will cry aloud for sat- 
isfaction from those who have slain the follow- 
ers ot the Cross. If the Turkuh Government

-warlike, ami are countenanced and even aided by 
tl..- Turk* among them, including the TurkUk 
a aa wml snd soldiers ia the fortresses, who ought to 
liave protected them. It is to the Turkish gov- 
ernment alone, in thi* critical moment, when 
everything depend* on promptitude, that the 
Christian world can look for any effective effort 
to put sn end to this horrible war. W hat ha* 
been done in this direction we shall soon know. 

In the meanwhile, we have equally horrible 
new* from Bosnia and Bulgaria. These countries, 
as our reader*) may know, sre In European Tur- 
key, and lie on the south *i.le of th* Danube, I*- 
t ween that river on the north and the Balkan 
mountain! on the south. Bulgaria i» bordered on 
toe east by the BUck Sea. It has Slistri*. 
SShumla. Vsrna, snd other great cilies, and 
strengly -fortified places. It* populstion i* tls.ut 
four millions, and is for the most |iart nominally 
Christian. Bosnia is much further up the Dan- 
ube, and is separated from Bulgaria by the Prin- 
cipality of Servia which, like the Principal- 
ities on the north side ot the Dsnul*, (Wal- 
lachia and Moldavia, now united.) has its otrn 
f,,nmmr»t, and is tlmntt independent of Turkey, 
being, in tact, quite so in all it* municipal affjir*. 
The population of Bosnia— which is t mountain- 
ous country iu much of its extent. — is but little 
more than one-third a* large a* that of Bulgaria. 
auJ nearly two-thirds of the ptc-j-h' are Mi hatn- 
medan*. and many of them are Turk*. 

In these two prorinrr* of Bulgaria and Bosnia, 
the mo-t horrible acts of tiarbarity and l>ru!ality 
have lieen committed within the la-t few mntiths. 
The N"..r*. publi-be.1 at Brussels, one of the lie-t 
informed o' all the Continental journals, give in 
its columns, on the ISth ultimo, two letters, one 
from Bosnia, the other from Bulgaria, written by 
intelligent correspondent* on the fpot, which are 
of such a nature as should excite the execration 
of the civiliied world. In Bosnia more than o.OOO 
Christians have Iwen thrown into chains and into 
prison*, where most of them will meet death by 
poison. In one single di*trict (that of Sarajivo^ 
1.71b Chri*tian* were in prison, or in the eaves of 
the mountain*. Wherever flight has been possi- 
ble, the poor persecuted creature* have crossed 
the Danube into the Austrian dominions or have 
taken refuge in Servia. Tho«e who have fled to 
Servia have found protection. But those whn 
have hoped to find it in th* Austrian dominion*, 
have found it only on condition that they baMM 
Romsn Cstholi. >! 

As to Bulgaria, the Mussulmans seem to have 
been actuated by the double motive of fanatiri-m 
and lust! Men have l*en slain hi cold blood and 
women have been di-hooored! In every case, 
death seems to have followed dishonor. A few of 
the mo*t lieautiful women and girls were carried 
off to grace the harem* of the Turkish officers! 

But we have no heart to record more minutely 
or extensively theee shocking atrocities. A* the 
Turkn-h Vi/ier hat gone into these very districts, 
it is to be hoped that l-efore now these infamou* 
crimes have been arrested. Whether any of the 
miscreants have been or will I* puui.-hed as they 
deserve, we can hardly hope to hear. 

More than two years ago, w anting was given 
by the missionaries of Egypt. Syria. Asia Minor, 
and European Turkey, if we remember right, 
that the Moslems of all countries had mads a se- 
cret and wide-spread combination to extirjitto the 
Christians in all laud* where they have power to 
do so. The revolt in India was t part of that 
great conspiracy against Christianity. The ma*- 
saere tt .ltd la on the Bed Sea. wa* a manifesta- 
tion of the infernal spirit of thi* fanatical move- 
ment. And now we have outbreak* of it both In 
the Eastern and Western Provinces of the Turk 
i-h Empire. And what ia to be the end of these 
thing*? 

•Joe thing i* clear and certain: it i*. that the 
great Christian nation* of the world should, w ith- 
out a moment's delay, insist upon Tutkey's gov- 
erning her Christian subjects in a fair nnd equal 
manner — that she should protect them in all their 
civil and religious right*. If she should fail to 
do this, either from want of power or di-po*itioii. 
then she must lie compelled, by the military oc- 
cupation of the provinces where these horrible 
evil* exist; ami this occupation should last until 
she prove* that she is able tod willing lo do her 
doty. 

We tiope that our worthy President tnd Secre- 
tarv of Slate will rrm.rn.trnt' most earnestly with 
the Sublime Porte, fur allowing such shocking 
cruelties to lie perpetrated in this age. when the 
principle* of religious lilierty are lieginning tu 
rei,jn in all countries, save those over which the 
darkness and cruelties of barbirism hold sway. 
The Sullan should l>e made to know the iueff.ihl.- 
borr.ir with which the American government sr.d 
nation have heard of these infamous transactions. 
Such a remonstrance will do good: at all events 
it i* due to ourselves, as well as to the enlighten 
ed opinion of humanity entire, that It be made 
without delay. 

We have no doubt that cur government will 
in*i*t upon a proper indemnity for the destruction 
of the property of the American Mission at Has- 
belya. It has never failed to do it. duty in such 
cases. Eel us hope, too, that it will keep hereafter 
a larger naval force in the Mediterranean, and 
that some of our shipt-of-wtr shall always lw 
seen in the l*vanl and the .Egean. The time* 
demand tiie prefenc* of a very respectable Ameri- 
can squadron — five or six good vessels tt least — 
in the Mediterranean. 

P. S.— Since writing the alsive, we learn thut 
France has notified Turkey of her intention, 
jointly with other powers, to stop the msssarre 
of Christian* hi Syria, of which Mount Lelianoti 
i. a part.
